The confession of Roy Lewis in St. 
Lewis in St. Louis, held as an accom­ 
plice in the murders of John F. Mc­ 
Kenna and William A. Dillon, causes 
victims of thieves in Sedalia in 1911 
and 1912 to believe that the Lewis 
brothers were the ones that commit­ 
ted crimes in Pettis 
and 
adjoining 
counties. 
Sylvain 
Kahn, 
of 
the St. Louis 
Clothing company, believes 
it 
was 
these bandits who stole his car from 
his garage and pilfered tile smoke­ 
house of Dr. E. F. Yancey, relieving 
him of some choice hams. 
About tho 
same period several stores were brok­ 
en into and robbed, among them being 
the St. Louis clothing store, where a 
quantity of wearing apparel was car­ 
ried off; the Green Ridge postoffice 
robbery is also now laid to the door 
of the Lewis gang, while the Housto­ 
nia bank robbery in January, 1911, in 
an admitted fact. 
It is recalled that following both 
the latter “jobs” the trail of the rob­ 
bers in both instances led to Sedalia. 
They were traced here in automobiles 
following the Houstonia robbery, and 
several w'eeks following the robbery 
at Green Ridge a rifled mail sack was 
found by the M., K. & T. section men 
south 
and 
west 
of the state fair 
grounds, indicating that the robbers 
came this wray.

operating costs 
of the railroads have not been due to 
added outlays to transportation em­ 
ployes, says the Transportation Bro­ 
therhoods’ Railway 
Publicity bureau 
of Cleveland, O. 
Train and engine 
crews have given to tho transporta­ 
tion companies more than they have 
received in increased 
rates 
of pay. 
This fact is clearly shown by the re­ 
ports of the railroads themselves to 
their stockholders and to the inter­ 
state 
commerce 
commission. 
Al­ 
though 
engineers, 
firemen, conduc­ 
tors 
and 
trainmen 
have 
received 
some advances in rates of pay during 
recent years, they have had to work 
harder and have handled more traf­ 
fic each year for each dollar of addi­ 
tional (Compensation received. 
Transportation employes are piece 
workers. They are engag d in hand­ 
ling freight 
and 
passenger traffic. 
The requirement for a day’s work is 
to haul so many tons of freight or so 
many passengers IOO miles. 
lf the 
weight of a freight train is increased 
the cost to the railroads for labor in 
handling 
each 
ton 
of freight IOO 
miles is less. 
The constant 
increasing 
of train 
loads has been the predominant fac­ 
tor in recent railway operating pro­ 
gress. The growth in weight of trains 
has been more rapid than 
the ad­ 
vances in rates of pay to transporta­ 
tion employes. 
Engine and 
train 
crews have 
transported proportion­ 
ately a greater 
volume of 
freight 
than they have received increases in 
pay. As a 
consequence the 
labor 
cost to the railroads of engine and 
train crews has decreased. 
During the course of the recent ar­ 
bitration between the 
western rail­ 
roads and their 
engineers 
and fire­ 
men, it is show'n that the proportion 
of total operating expenses arising 
from payments to transportation em­ 
ployes was 14 per cent less in 1913 
than in 1890. 
In 
1913 
it 
was also 
shown that wage payments to trans­ 
portation employes required only 19 
cents out of each dollar 
of revenue 
earned by western railroads in 1913, 
as compared with 
21 
cents out of 
each dollar of revenue in 1890. When 
considered on the 
basis 
of freight 
tonnage, it wTas found that 
it cost 
the railroads for wages 
td locomo­ 
tive engineers and firemen 65 cents 
for each 1,000 tons carried one mile 
in 1890, while in 1913 engineers and 
firemen transported 1,000 tons a mile 
for only 33 cents, a decrease of cost 
to the rairoads for 
these employes 
alone during this period 
of slightly 
more than 50 per cent. 
It w'as also 
shown further by exhibits submitted 
during the western arbitration that 
during the more recent years—1900- 
1913—the cost to 
the transportation 
companies for 
wages 
of 
engineers 
and firemen decreased 12 
per cent 
for each 1,000 tons of freight hauled 
one mile. 
It is apparent 
from 
these 
facts 
that 
the 
firoductive 
efficiency 
of 
transportation employes has increas­ 
ed faster than their rates of pay. To 
produce these 
results 
for the rail­ 
roads they have had to 
w'ork exces­ 
sive hours. 
The 
present movement 
for an eight-hour day is therefore a 
reasonable request by transportation 
employes to participate in the results 
of their own labor, not primarily in 
terms of dollars and cents, but in the 
form of a shorter work day.

performance of gubernatorial duties.

Birmingham, Ala., April 18, 1916.— 
Rev. A. VY. Kokendoffer, Sedalia, Mo. 
Dear Brother Kokendoffer: 
Your let­ 
ter of the 15th reached me yesterday 
and in reply I want to state the truth 
about Birmingham. 
(1) The cut in the clipping you en­ 
closed has been made from a true 
photograph, but it conveys an abso­ 
lutely wrong impression. As one looks 
at this “thirst line” he assumes that 
it is moving with reasonable rapidity 
—that the line is progressing as if it 
were passing the box office of a the­ 
ater or baseball game. 
The fact of 
the matter, however, is that it is ad­ 
vancing at a snail’s pace. 
Our law 
requires that delivery of liquor must 
be made to the consignee in person; 
that the consignee can receive ship­ 
ment only once in two weeks; that 
the amount received shall be limited; 
and that the original package shall be 
inspected at a charge of 50 cents, paid 
in each instance by the purchaser of 
liquor. 
The 
express 
company 
has 
been losing up to the present time ail 
average of 12 cents per package on 
each delivery. 
(This 
statement 
is 
made on the authority of Mr. W. VV. 
Owens, the general manager of the 
Southern Express company.) 
Conse­ 
quently the express company is not 
enthusiastic about providing sufficient 
clerks to handle the shipments with 
lightning rapidity. 
As a m atter of 
fact, it takes considerable 
time 
to 
handle 
each 
package. 
Applications 
and receipts must be filled out and 
records searched to prove 
that 
the 
consignee is entitled to receive his 
package. After this the original pack­ 
age must be taken to the inspector 
and a fee of fifty cents paid for in­ 
spection. 
All this takes time and the 
result of it is that men are finding it 
easier to go without liquor than to 
purchase it under 
these 
conditions. 
Close examination 
of 
the 
picture 
(which, by the way, is made impos­ 
sible) would disclose the fact that this 
thirst line is almost altogether of one 
color, and yet even our negroes are 
fast finding that this does not pay. 
(2) It is true that no liquor adver­ 
tisements appear on signboards or in 
the daily papers of Birmingham. Fur­ 
thermore, all papers from other cities 
have their liquor ads obliterated be­ 
fore the papers are placed on sale. 
Prohibition 
is 
not making Birming­ 
ham absolutely dry, but the law' is en­ 
forced in better ways than 
I 
have 
ever seen before. 
Our officers are in 
sympathy with the law* and the in­ 
creasing penalty is being administered 
with good effect. 
(3) It is not true that we have dis­ 
continued all of 
the 
appropriations 
mentioned in the article. 
It is true 
that some appropriations were cut to 
a large degree. 
This, however, is not 
due to the loss of revenue from liquor, 
but from the necessities born of our 
rapid growth. 
Birmingham 
is 
only 
thirty years old and is facing at one 
time 
the 
problems that have been 
solved by other cities in the course 
of fifty to a hundred years. 
Our one 
roblern is the problem 
of 
equitable 
taxation. 
If we had taxes returned 
upon anything like a just assessment 
we would have revenue to spare. E \en

Columbia, Mo., April 21.—With the 
approach of warm weather our atten­ 
tion is drawn strongly to the preser­ 
vation of the health of babies and 
children. One-fifth of all the children 
born in this country die during the 
first year of life, and from one-fourth 
to one-third die before the age of five 
years. In large cities this early death 
rate is articularly marked, but ii is 
too 
common 
everywhere. 
The ma­ 
jority of these cases can be saved by 
the simple expedient of clean food. 
It is needless to say that the best 
food for a baby is its mother’s milk. 
This food is sterile, at the proper tem­ 
perature and clean. 
There are many 
mothers who for one reason or an­ 
other 
are 
unable 
to 
nurse 
their 
babies, and entirely too many who re­ 
fuse to do so on account of the trou­ 
ble it entails. 
Careful observation has shown that 
the number of deaths among babies 
wholly or partly fed on the bottle are 
from ten to fifteen times as great as 
among breast fed infants. 
We have 
not yet succeeded, and probably never 
will succeed, in preparing an artificial 
food for infants equal 
to 
mother’s 
milk. 
When children must be artificially 
fed, cow’s milk is 
the 
material al­ 
most universally used as a substitute 
and much can be 
done 
by taking 
proper care of it, says Dr. M. P. Rav­ 
enel, of the department of preventive 
medicine of the University* of Mis­ 
souri at Columbia. First, it must be 
drawn from 
healthy 
cows; second, 
the cow should be curried and the 
udder and flanks 
moistened 
before 
milking, as this does 
much 
to pre­ 
vent the falling of 
germs 
into the 
milk during milking; third, it must 
be 
immediately 
cooled 
and 
kept 
cold, and fourth, the nursing bottle 
must be thoroughly 
sterilized 
and 
kept clean and sweet. The long rub­ 
ber tube which was so popular a few 
years ago is an abomination, since it 
is almost impossible to keep it clean. 
The best bottle 
is 
a wide-mouthed 
one fitted with 
a nipple 
without a 
tube. This kind can be bought at any 
drug store at the present time. Both 
must be kept scrupulously clean. 
The milk should be protected from 
flies. Flies are filth feeders, and car­ 
ry on their feet and on their bodies 
many 
germs 
obtained 
from 
filth. 
When a fly falls into milk, taking it 
out does not prevent the seeding of 
the milk with filth germs. 
Parents should always know that 
the milk upon which they feed a baby 
comes from a healthy cowr and is 
clean 
When this is impossible, the 
milk should be pasteurized by heating 
it to a temperature of 
145 
degrees 
for thirty minutes and then cooling 
rapidly. 
Pasteurized milk 
requires 
mere care in its keeping than raw 
milk. 
Pasteurization destroys germ life, 
but cannot take the dirt out of milk. 
Much of the ordinary dirt which gets 
into milk is stable filth and is soluble. 
While pasteurization serves a very 
useful purpose and has 
saved 
the 
lives of many thousands of babies, 
one thing must alwravs be remember­ 
ed—that pasteurization 
can 
never 
make a dirty milk clean. 
In feeding babies, cleanliness is the 
watchword from the beginning to the 
end.
